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Former Iraqi 
general draws 
hundreds in 
Didsbury 

Sada discusses time with 
Saddam

A man once employed by notorious Iraqi leader Saddam 
Hussein spoke to a crowd of more than 500 people al the 
Zion Evangelical Missionary Church in Didsbury on 
Saturday. 

Sada opens his talk by remarking on his appreciation for 
the appearance of the rural Alberta countryside. 

“This country is like a beautiful garden," he said. “You 
are very blessed." 

Sada’s story starts in 1005, when he first encountered 
Hussein. 

He had agreed to give his w ife and her friend, both edu¬ 
cators, a ride to work, when his new acquaintance 
informed Sada that she was married to Hussein. 

At the time, Hussein was known in the country, but had 
not yet taken power. 

Sada was a highly trained airforce pilot who moved up 
the ranks and became a leader and person of influence, 
joining Hussein’s staff following his rise to power in lfk>8. 

What limited Sada’s 
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in him being forced to 
(iKORtiES SADA n*tire as a two star officer 
in 1986. 

Another aspect that separated Sada from Hussein’s 
other advisors was his willingness to challenge. 

“I wouldn’t say I disagreed with Saddam, because dis¬ 
agreeing meant you lose your life," he said, however, Sada 
proved to he something opposite of a yes-man. 

As Sada remembers, on one occasion, he was called to 
Hussein's office to discuss their difference of opinion. 

The Iraqi leader stared down Sada and told him he had 
defied lum on 18 occasions. 

“I thought, ’oh my god, he has counted them.’" 

Hut Hussein’s tone changes, as he tells Sada, “on 18 
occasions, you’ve been right.' I said ’thank you Jesus.'" 

Sada. who taught at an Iraqi military college following 
his retirement in 1986, was brought hack for a second tour 
of duty in 1990 for assistance in the invasion of Kuwait. 

His relationship with tin- Iraqi military ended following 
a dispute over captured pilots, serving the British, Italian, 
and United States Air Forces. 

According to Sada. Hussein's son demanded that the 
pilots he executed, referring to them as criminals of war.

Sada was quick to disagree, pointing to policy deter¬ 
mined in the book of the Geneva Convention, he said 
they weren’t criminals, but rather prisoners of war and 
must be treated as such. 

Sada told Hussein’s son that the death of American 
pilots would result in the United States declaring war 
against his family. 

Sada was briefly imprisoned for his conflict on phi¬ 
losophy, but later let go. 

According to Sada, Hussein ordered his release and 
didn’t want to see him harmed, but said “I don’t want 
to see his face again.” 

Another point of discussion from Sada’s Didsbury 
presentation was weapons of mass destruction. 

Sada confirms they were in Iraq. 

“Yes, I have seen them with my own eyes,” he said. 

According to Sada, a special organization was 


formed for the purpose of hiding the weapons of mass 
destruction, including personal residences and 
schools. 

They had also been used in a campaign that killed 
5,372 innocent Iraqi people, while wounding many

Sada, who serves as Senior Warden of the St. 
George’s Anglican Church and as the President of the 
National Presbyterian Church, both in Baghdad, also 
spoke about the revival of Christianity in the Middle 
Last. 

Getting up from the chair in which he was seated 
during his talk, Sada walked to the edge of the stage at 
the Zion church and with an expression of heart felt 
sincerity declared his appreciation for members of the 
military looking to make a positive difference in his 
home country. 

“I bow before mothers and fathers who have lost a 
child serving in Iraq or Afghanistan,” he said. 

“Good Iraqis and good Afghanis appreciate what is 
being done.” 

Sada is the author of a book called Saddam's Secrets: 
How an Iraqi General Defied And Survived Saddam 
Hussein.”

a Land-use Framework 
for Alberta 
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P2P eager for coming tourist season

Oil companies aren’t the only ones 
benefiting from high gas prices this sum¬ 
mer. Prairies to Peaks tourism region 
and various other rural tourist spots are 
expected to see an increase in visitors 
this year as travellers stay closer to 
home. 

The news was welcomed by various 
operators at the Prairies to Peaks 
Annual General Meeting held last week 
at Pasu farm south of Carstairs. 

A Canadian Tourism Commission sur¬ 
vey polled prospective travellers and 
found that rural tourism is expected to 
jump three per cent this year, as out-of- 
province and out-of-country numbers 
are expected to drop 10 per cent. 

“When the rest of North America is 
going down, we’re looking to go up,” 
said Kathie Vance, executive director of 
Prairies to Peaks (P2P). 

In response to rising energy prices, 
Travel Alberta has unveiled a new cam¬ 
paign dubbed “Stay" which encourages 
Albertans to travel within the province, 
and entices visitors to extend their trips 
to Alberta for a longer period of time. 

Hon Symic, director of marketing for 
Travel Alberta told operators in atten¬ 
dance that the $5.6 million campaign 
will take Travel Alberta in a completely 
new direction and encouraged opera¬ 
tors to embrace the idea. 

Bob Scott, assistant deputy minister of 
tourism Alberta, echoed Symic's 
remarks. 

“We have to realize we can’t totally 
rely on one market, we have to go after 
a number of markets to be successful." 

Scott noted that Alberta's tourism 
marketing budget receives the most 
funding in the country, amounting to $57 
million. 

He said that tourism is the fourth 
largest sector in the province. 


“We have a pretty healthy agenda. We 
have great product, and great operators 
with good marketing funding to target 
good markets." 

Vance says the new “Stay” campaign 
will be great for some regions, but may 
not have a substantial effect on P2P 
because the target market for the region 
is visitors on day trips from Calgary and 
other big cities. 

Vance is quite content with the growth 
of P2P, which now boasts 77 members 
and growing. 

“Tourism in the region has incredible 
potential. There’s a general consensus 
amongst people who are wanting to get 
away, to got away from cities and get to 
the rural area, so we actually have the 
ability to grow as the (major) destina¬ 
tion for rural tourism in Alberta." 

However, there is a snag that is hold¬ 
ing the region back. 

Vance says Travel Alberta is shutting 
out tourism regions from its Destination 
Marketing Organization, which provides 
various regions with certification and 
much needed funding. 

“It’s an official title given by the 
province and Travel Alberta, and they 
don’t want to give it out to anyone else 
but they’re giving funding out to existing 
I)MO designations.” 

“There’s been a struggle where we 
aren’t getting DMO status and we’re not 
being told by Travel Alberta why we’re 
not receiving funding... which leaves 
this region, in my opinion, a little bit 
abandoned.” 

Vance says P2P will continue to pres¬ 
sure Travel Alberta in the coming year. 

Another area of concern is the con¬ 
cept of “packages.” 

Vance told operators that destinations 
like Hawaii are popular because there 
are so many assets in one region, mak¬ 
ing it a destination spot where visitors 
can do multiple activities over a number 
of days - something that needs to be 
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encouraged here. 

“Tourists ourselves, when we go some¬ 
place, we go for the collection of assets

Close youth 
punishment 
loophole

A recent Supreme Court of Canada ruling that 
struck down a provision of the Youth Criminal 
Justice Act (YCJA) that required some violent young 
offenders to prove they do not deserve adult punish¬ 
ments is an affront to law-abiding Canadian society. 

As such the Harper government should immedi¬ 
ately introduce legislation to trump the high court 
ruling. Anything less will send the wrong message to 
young criminals and to the public-at-large. 

In a controversial 5-4 decision, the judges of 
Canada’s Iiighest court struck down the reverse 
onus provision of the YCJA that placed the respon¬ 
sibility on teenagers convicted of violent crimes 
such as murder to prove why they shouldn’t Ik* sen¬ 
tenced as adults. 

‘The provision clearly deprives young people of 
the benefit of the presumption of diminished moral 
blameworthiness based on age,” the court ruling 
said. 

“By depriving them of this presumption because of 
the crime and despite their age, and by putting the 
onus on them to prove that they remain entitled to 
the procedural and substantive protections to which 
their age entitles them, the onus provisions infringe 
a principle of fundamental justice.” 

The four dissenting judges said Parliament has 
“every light to consider the competing interests of 
public safety and the reducer! moral blameworthi¬ 
ness of youth.” 

The Supreme Court ruling dor's not outlaw adult 
sentences for all serious, violent youth crime, but it 
will make it more difficult for the Crown to get adult 
penalties for young murderers and rapists. 

In recent years residents in all provinces have time 
and again expressed out rage over what they believe 
are overly lenient sentences handed to 16 and 17 
year old violent criminals. 

In fact, then 1 an* many, many recent examples, 
including in Allx*rta, when* older h*ens have essen¬ 
tially gotten aw ay with murder’ - and rajx* and other 
serious violence - by liiding lx*hind youth criminal 
justice legislation. 

Yet Ls there a single Canadian out then* who does- 
n’t believe that every right-minded 16 or 17 year old 
knows perfectly well that killing someone or com¬ 
mitting other serious violence Ls wrong and deserves 
punishment? 

Tlx* clear message Canadians want their jxjliti- 
cians to know Ls this: Canada’s laws should protect 
communities from harm at the hands of violent 
offenders - and whether those crimes an* commit¬ 
ted by adults or by older teens makes not a bit of dif¬ 
ference. 

Tlx* Harjx*r government recently managed to get 
the age of sexual consent increased from 14 to 16 
years. Now it’s time for that same government to 
make an honest and concerted effort to have the* age 
of young offenders lowered from 17 to 15 years. 

You want to protect Canadians Mr. Har|x*r? Hero's 
your chance.

A few weeks ago I 
had the pleasure of 
attending an assem¬ 
bly at Ross Ford 
School where the 
theme focused on 
generations of students in Didsbury. It 
was part of the school’s celebration of 
Education Week and present in the gym 
were some families with four, even five 
generations represented - the oldest 
having attended the fine 1007 red brick 
school. 

So, I was not the only grandparent 
present, there were lots of us, including 
members of the choir, Mountain View 
Choraliers, who started their enthusias¬ 
tic presentation off with “School Days”. 
The children sat attentively on the hard, 
hard, wooden floor. The choir got to the 
part, “...reading and writing and ‘rith- 
mitic, taught to the tune of a hickory 
stick....” There was not a flicker from 
the students; they were blissfully 
unaware of the meaning of that phrase. 

It got me thinking of how much educa¬ 
tion has changed in my own lifetime. As 
a child in post-war Britain, school 
seemed something that had to be 
endured, certainly not enjoyed. Short

pants were mandatory to age twelve, 
even through the winter, and 1 well 
remember having sore chapped legs. 
School winter sports were soccer, 
rugby, and cross-country running done 
under leaden skies on saturated muddy 
fields with the happy prospect of a luke¬ 
warm and crowded shower afterwards. 
The whole emphasis seemed to be on 
producing tough, uncomplaining citi¬ 
zens. Someone had forgotten to tell the 
education department that the War had 
finished ten years previously! 

Classes were large and there was a 
one size fits all approach to content and 
teaching. If you didn’t learn, it was con¬ 
sidered to be because either you were 
too lazy or too dim. The whole realm of 
learning disabilities, special education 
and remediation, lay far in the future. It 
was the sink or swim philosophy. 
Parents rarely if ever complained. It 
would have been considered making a 
fuss and that would have been thought 
unpatriotic. 

As a student teacher in the early six¬ 
ties I remember being introduced to a 
radical new idea, namely that children 
are individuals and should be treated as 
such. There was also work being done 
on brain functioning that revealed some 
children, despite appearing bright, were 
afflicted with a processing problem that 
hindered their learning. I recall that 


dyslexia was one of the first conditions 
identified. 

Back in the early ‘70s, as a young 
teacher in High Prairie, I had a Grade 5 
language arts c lass as part of my assign¬ 
ment. I soon discovered that there were 
two boys who couldn’t read. How had 
they fallen through the cracks? How 
could I help them? There was no special 
education at the school, no remediation 
or reading specialist. I did what i could 
with the aid of my wife who taught pri¬ 
mary grades hut it was not enough. I am 
sure many teachers are haunted by such 
examples from the past. 

It was the beginning of a long period 
that was high on diagnosis but short on 
practical help and methodology. This 
manifested itself in “experts" conduct¬ 
ing extensive tests on students that 
would confirm to teachers what they 
already knew but give them little practi¬ 
cal advice on how to help those students 
learn. 

Fast forward to today where a great 
deal of attention is given to helping stu¬ 
dents with learning difficulties. That 
field has been expanded to include 
behavioural diagnoses such as attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder, fetal alco¬ 
hol syndrome, and oppositional defi¬ 
ance disorder. A big chunk of our budg¬ 
et is spent designing programs and 
employing education aides for individ¬ 


ual students. 

The latest strategy for preventing stu¬ 
dents from falling through the gaps is to 
try to help children with potential learn¬ 
ing problems as early as possible. The 
new Minister of Education, Dave 
Hancock, has set this as one of his prior¬ 
ities and it is based on solid research 
into brain development in young chil¬ 
dren. It shows that there are key stages 
in brain growth where, unless the 
opportunity for learning occurs at that 
time, then it might never properly hap¬ 
pen later. 

Before the new minister made his 
announcement we already had a num¬ 
ber of pilot projects underway in the 
division that target preschoolers. The 
plan is to work with other social agen¬ 
cies to identify youngsters and their 
mothers who would benefit from help. 
This preventative approach holds much 
greater promise of being effective, I 
believe, than what we do now. It 
reminds me of that old T.V. ad for oil fil¬ 
ters (Fram I think) where the mechan¬ 
ic’s closing line is, “Pay me now or pay 
me later".

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A conversation with Hussein’s former advisor

Former Saddam Hussein advisor 
Georges Sada, who spoke at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church in 
Didsbury on Saturday, sat down for an 
interview following his presentation. 


Review: Aside from being with gener¬ 
als and what we have seen of him on tel¬ 
evision, what was Saddam Hussein real¬ 
ly like behind closed doors? 

GS: I have been with 
Saddam when we have 
talked about war and 
operations. Saddam is a 
man whose mind is filled 
with getting control and 
how to have power. He 
used to think that he is 
the new Nebuchadnezzar. 

When you enter the 
palace of Saddam, on the 
right you'd find a big por¬ 
trait on the wall and he is handing the 
keys of the world to Saddam Hussein - 
of the world. He was always thinking 
about power and control. 

He always thinks that he is better than 
all leaders. He doesn’t respect any other 
leaders, he thinks that he is superior. 
He was a very special man in his think¬ 
ing. 

Review: Ever since you became 

Christian, and all those years being his 
advisor, did you ever wake up in the 
morning and really feel uncomfortable 
being around a man that is so evil?

I 
used to tell him about their military and 
he would say ‘Georges, you talk techni¬ 
cally, but you never tell me about super¬ 
natural things which happen.’

GS: No. 1 expected that he would be 
braver, but he was very cowardly. 
Everybody would respect him so much 
more if he used his weapons to kill the 
first soldier he sees, and even if he were 
killed, he would be respected more.

On Sept.11 there 
was a big celebration in Baghdad. Right 
in front of my eyes. I was surprised, 
why were these people celebrating? 
They were so happy. So, they didn’t 
participate 100 per cent, but they partic¬ 
ipated by agreeing with what happened. 

Review: Of the candidates for the 
United States presidency in 2008, who 
do you think would work in the best 
interest of Iraq? 

GS: Superpower countries, for their 
best interests, they will do anything. 
That’s why you should not think there 
will be a great interest or a republican 
candidate in the White House...They 
will achieve the same thing, and do it in 
a different way, but the result is the 
same thing. 

They must achieve the interest of the 
United States. That’s why I will tell you 
there will be not much difference in the 
foreign policy.

However, Williams explains the eoffee 
cup would be considered open liquor 
because it is no longer in its original con¬ 
tainer, which results in a $115 fine. 

Williams says another misconception is 
that a minor can enter an establishment 
licensed to serve liquor, and if found to be 
underage, can leave without penalty. 

“The common perception is that they 
can say ‘oh OK, I’ll leave.’” he said, adding 
that there is a $115 fine for the act. 

Williams says many of the RCMP’s 
complaints are liquor-related in some 
way. 


“People think, if the liquor is closed, 
that it can be transferred anywhere in the 
vehicle," he said. 

“But when you’re transferring it, this 
needs to lie out of harm’s reach. So the 
best place to put it is the trunk of your 
vehicle or the back of your truck." 

To that end, Williams says he has also 
noticed confusion surrounding what is 
considered open liquor. 

“There have been instances where I’ve 
seen drivers put liquor in coffee cups, and 
say ‘oh well, it's not open because I’ve got 
the lid closed.’" 


the younger group. 

“They’ll be around next year, they’re all 
minors, they’ll still be in minors and it’s 
probably something that would benefit 
them more," he said.

The fatality inquiry 
looking into the drowning 
death of an eight-year-old 
boy at the Olds Aquatic 
Centre two years ago will 
resume in September, 
with testimony expected 
from several additional 
witnesses. 

Jordan Neave was found 
at the bottom of the deep 
end of the pool during 
public swimming on May 
20, 2006. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival 
at Olds Hospital. 

The inquiry got under¬ 
way before Judge B.A. 
Miller in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court in February and 
was adjourned to allow 
the Crown to gather more 
information. 

When the inquiry 
resumes in Didsbury 
court Sept. 2J the manag¬ 
er of the Aquatic Centre at 
the time of the drowning 
and a representative from 
Alberta Health are expect¬ 
ed to testify, said Bruce 
Halliday, the Neave fami¬ 
ly's lawyer. 

“The judge has asked 
for somebody from 
Alberta Health to get a 
read on what Alberta 
Health is doing in terms of 
regulating swimming 
pools," he said. “The 
judge stated that he hadn't 
just wanted to drop his 


jacket at all times when in 
the pool. 

Neave was not wearing 
a life jacket when he was 
discovered at the bottom 
of the pool by other swim¬ 
mers, court heard. 

“In this case there was 
testimony from Royal 
Lifesaving that the life¬ 
guard at the time standing 
where she was, was prob¬ 
ably in the best position 
to stand, but from that 
position she couldn’t see 
down to the deep end of 
the pool at the bottom 
within the (visual) scan 
(area),” said Halliday.

Chinook’s Edge confident 
in security processes 

New survey looked at youth violence

The Chinook’s Edge School Division’s security process¬ 
es and programs are working well, keeping students, 
teachers and staff safe in classes and elsewhere on school 
property, say officials. 

“I think we are doing everything we can in terms of 
being proactive with all of our safety measures, our safe¬ 
ty plans, our lockdown practices,” says Heather 
Henderson-Hill, division deputy superintendent. “We can 
feel confident that we are doing everything we can to 
ensure the safety of everyone. 

“Certainly within our jurisdiction we have security cam¬ 
eras in most of our school sites, so we believe that will 
deter violence and will help us nab anyone who does 
cause a crime within the school or on school property.” 

Last month a Cremona student pleaded guilty to making 
a bomb threat against his school. The boy, who was 
placed on probation, was arrested after a parent contact¬ 
ed school officials, who, in turn, contacted police. 

Chinook’s Edge has schools in Olds, Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Innisfail, Sundre and Cremona. 

A Statistics Canada survey released last week found 
that 10 per cent of youth crime now occurs on school 
properties across Canada, with violent crime making up 
more than one in four criminal acts committed by young¬ 
sters. 

Tiie survey of all youth crime in Canada in 2000 found 
that assaults were the most prevalent offences on school 
property (27 per cent), followed by drug-related crimes 
(18 per cent). 

Weapons were present in about seven percent of school 
youth crime, with less than one per cent involving 
firearms. 

Stats Canada examined Canadian Centre for Justice 
Statistics police-reported data for the survey, finding that 
the overall rate of violent crime among young people 
increased by 12 per cent over the past decade. 

In 2(XHi, almost 180,(XX) young people were charged 
under the Criminal Code. 

Drug related crimes among youth have also climbed 
markedly, increasing by 1(X> per cent over the past 
decade. Marijuana-related arrests accounted for 84 per 


cent of youth drug crime. 

As well, the number ami rate of young people accused 
of homicide in 2006 reached its highest level since records 
were first kept in 1961. About 44 per cent of homicides 
committed by youths

Ghostpine Creek flows 
southeast into the Red Deer 
River, approximately 80 
kilometres northeast of 
Calgary. 

On the shores of Pine 
l.iikc around 1880 the 
Blaekfoot raided a sleeping 
camp of free and murdered 
every man, woman and 
child. 

Only one Cree survived, 
having been away from the 
camp on a hunting expedi¬ 
tion. 

When he returned and 
Tound all his family and 
friends murdered, the Cree 
painted his face black in 
mourning then set out on 
the* trail of the Blaekfoot. 

The lone Cree managed 
to kill many of the rivals, 
raiding their camps at night 
or else ambushing anyone 
who became separated 
from the main group. 

For years afterwards the 
Cree avoided Pine I-ike. 

An odd-looking tree 
guarded its shores ami peo¬ 
ple thought the region was 
haunted by ghosts of those 
who were murdered. 

This explains the original 
name of the feature, 
Ghostpine Lake. 

The Ghostpine Creek 
flows from here and forms 
a junction with the Red 
Deer River, shortly after 
joining the Three Hills 
Creek.

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Kids Safety Week begins

They may seem like simple rules: look both ways 
before crossing the street, slow down in school zones 
and be vigilant when walking around roads, but each 
year in Canada 30 child pedestrians will lose their lives 
and 2,400 will suffer injuries. 

It is with those numbers in mind that Safe Kids 
Canada is holding its nationwide Safe Kids Week cam¬ 
paign this year from May 26 to June 1. 

This year’s campaign focuses on pedestrian safety. 

Parents are encouraged to take their children around 
town and educate them on the dangers of crossing 
streets and how to approach a crossing safely. 

Furthermore, some communities are looking to keep 
drivers aware of local speed limits with the Pace Car 
program. 

In participating communities, citizens can volunteer 
to place a sticker on the hack of their vehicle indicat¬ 


ing they’re a pace car. Whenever those participating 
drivers hit the streets, they are required to follow post¬ 
ed speed limits, thus forcing drivers behind them to 
slow down. 

Donna Mae Walker, Public Health Nurse at Didsbury 
Health Unit, said the program is a great step forward 
for communities to further educate young people and 
make the streets a little bit safer. 

She said that in communities such as Carstairs, 
where school children have to cross the highway and 
railway tracks to go to school, it can be especially dan¬ 
gerous. 

“Everyone is walking across that big highway to get 
to school,” she said. 

Between 1995 and 2004, 381 children across Canada 
have died due to pedestrian incidents, with most 
between the ages of 10 and 14.
